“ Oh! that thou had barkened to my 
comipandments which flowed free as 
the river, and righteous as the waves 
of the sea,” from the Book of Isaiah, 
was the text Dr. V. 
W. Tevis chose 
for his sermon

Paul's M. E. church. 
The church was comfortably flllec 
and 
the 
choir 
rendered 
excellent 
music. 
Dr. 
Tevis 
said 
in 
p art: 
‘‘Every man whosoever looks after 
God’s interest, looks after his# own, 
and a man need not be versed in T he­ 
ology in order to live a righteous and 
‘‘The first article placed in the corner 
stone of this church was a copy of the | npright life. 
Every man knows the 
inspired word of God. 
We are Cal­ 
vinists, but first of all and through 
all, we are believers in and builders 
upon the Bible, and then Calvinists, 
because Calvin built upon this same 
foundation. 
And by these stones we 
mean to say that we believe every page 
of this Bible to have God’s signature 
upon i t ; and that in this church we 
w ill not only prolaim this Word in its 
purity, but be guided by it also as to 
the way in which we shall worship 
God, lest we be found'guiltv of offer­ 
ing strange Are upon God’s altars. 
“ We need hardly say that by these 
stones we mean that we believe in 
pure C hristianity 
as 
distinguished 
from every other religion or philosophy 
of religion. 
We believe in God, but 
wo preach no mere theism ; wo believe 
in God, but in God as revealing H im ­ 
self in J esus of Nazareth.~ Oonfuscins, 
Zoroaster and Mohamet were great 
men, but J esus of Nazareth was not 
only man but G od ; and these others 
are not for one moment to be compared 
w ith him. 
He alone stands for the 
religion which 
takes from His its 
name—-Christianity. 
That does 
not 
mean mere m orality. 
Wax flowers are 
beautiful, but they have no lif e ; mar­ 
ble statues are beautiful, but they are 
no human ; m orality is beautiful, but 
it is not necessarily Christianity. 
To 
call everything Christian that looks 
more or less morally nice is a mistake. 
Against snch a view of Christianiy 
these stones are meant to be a stand­ 
ing protest. 
No matter how ‘m oral’ a man may 
be, he is not a ‘ Christian’ in the true 
sense of the word, aud is not saved, un­ 
less in addition to his ‘m orality,’ he 
has definitely and personally accepted 
.Tesns Christ, and is resting u]K>n him 
alone for salvation. 
W ithout that, no 
one can be an absolutely al) round 
man. 
To that we mean these stones 
to be 
an 
invitation. 
‘We 
preach 
Christ and Him cruicfled. ’ 
“ By these stones we mean 
also to 
respectfully, but w ithout apology, ex­ 
press our earnest purpose of continuing 
true to the record and principles in 
m aintaining which God has so blessed 
us in the past, 
Thus far He 
lias led 
us 
on, 
aud 
unto 
His grace and 
strength we commit ourselves, facing 
the unknown future bravely but trust­ 
fully, 
believing 
that through 
the 
years this church'w ill he found play­ 
ing its appropriate part in helping to 
lead the times onward to their u lti­ 
mate and blessed destiny."

Current From a Man’s Storn­ 


arli Operates Telephone 


In San Franscisco. 


AN 
INTERESTING 
TEST. 


San Francisco, Nov. 12.— Before a 
number of medical men and scientists 
Sunday Doctors Albert J . Atkins and 
E. J . Lewis succeeded in charging an 
electrical circuit 
with 
human 
elec­ 
tricity to such a degree that external 
sound waves were transmitted and 
heard through an ordinary telephone 
receiver. 
The experiment consisted 
of the application of two platinum 
electrodes to the walls of the living 
stomach 
By means of copper wires 
the electrodes were connected with a 
telephone and a microphone, a sens! 
tlve instrument which greatly Intensi­ 
fies sound 
There was absolutely no 
mechanical or chemical battery in the 
circuit, yet the moment the electrodes 
were swallowed sufficiently to touch 
the walls of the stomach, human elee- 


the rather unnual sensation of being 
obliged 'to pay almost as much for 
chickens as they w ill for tnrkeys and 
ducks.
